Washington Post in Washington and 
subsequently became a special cor¬ 
respondent for NBC News, as well as 
Associate Editor of The New Repub ! ' 
He has contributed to The New

Meeting with members of his Ad¬ 
ministrative Council, President Gary L. 
Branch of Faulkner State Junior College 
said that he was extremely pleased and 
excited to receive another fine gift for 
the institution. 

He was referring to the receipt and in¬ 
stallation of a $5,000 carillon in the 
Wallace Administration Building. The 
carillon, which is technically known as a 
“digital chronobell” and which produces 
the sounds of bells and chimes, was 
given to the FSJC Foundation, Inc., by 
an anonymous donor. 

The third gift to be received by the 
Foundation since its formation earlier 
this year, the carillon and its console are 
housed in the GCW Building, while large 
speakers rest atop the roof of the struc¬ 
ture, capable of transmitting music and 
other sounds for great distances. The 
carillon is also programmed to chime 
the hours and half hours during the day 
like a gigantic grandfather clock. Its 
repertoire currently includes seasonal, 
popular, and special occasion music, 
such as patriotic songs. 

Branch told the Administrative Coun¬ 
cil that he was particularly “excited 
because Faulkner has a distinctive 
feature - like a landmark - to serve as a 
traditional symbol for the institution, 
like Denny Chimes is for the University 
of Alabama or Big Ben is for London. 


When people hear our chimes, they're 
going to think about us.” 

The Faulkner president added that the 
Foundation has been “remarkably for¬ 
tunate thus far with its program of in¬ 
stitutional development through con¬ 
tributions from the public sector.” He 
reminded the administrators that the 
Foundation’s first gift, rare paintings 
donated by Dr. James H. Faulkner and 
family, will generate revenue for some 
time to come as a result of sales of 
numbered prints of the valuable pain¬ 
tings - “Baldwin County Critters” - that 
now hang in the lobby of the L.D. Owen 
Performing Arts Center, providing 
pleasure to both art and animal lovers. 

Branch also noted the new Computer 
Science Center, which was developed 
from some $8,000 in contributions from 
the Baldwin County Tuberculosis 
Association in memory of George 
Marinos. “This gift,” he reflected, “was 
of immediate benefit to our students 
seeking high tech training, and the 
center will continue to provide benefits 
to students and the community every 
quarter.” 

“The Faulkner State Junior College 
Foundation, Inc., continues to solicit 
gifts as a non-profit corporation,” 
Branch said. Through contributions of 


this sort - whether they be monetary or 
material - friends and patrons of the col¬ 
lege gain by giving. They gain through 
their tax deductible gifts and through im¬ 
proving the educational services the col¬ 
lege can provide.

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A Certified Sales Training Seminar 
was held at Jefferson State Junior Col- 
lege, with 12 persons employed in fur¬ 
niture stores from over Alabama and 
Mississippi completing the instruction.
